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REMARKS 

The present claims relate to cosmetics and an antibacterial composition. 
Status of the claims 

In the Office Action of April 5, 2007, claims 1, 4-6, 8-9, 15, and 18-19 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as allegedly being anticipated by Murad et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,071,541) 
(hereinafter "Murad"). Claims 1-2, 6-9, 16, and 20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102, as 
allegedly being anticipated by Vollhardt (U.S. Patent No. 6,274,124). Claims 1, 3-4, 6, 8-9, 12, 
and 17-18 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as allegedly being anticipated by Soler et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,1 13,926) (hereinafter "Soler"). In addition, claims 1 and 3 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as allegedly being anticipated by Cannell et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,861,077) (heremafter "Cannell"). Further, claims 2-3, 7, 10-12, 16-17, and 20 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as allegedly being unpatentable over Murad in view of Vollhardt and 
Soler, Claims 2, 4, 6-12, 16-18, and 20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as allegedly being 
unpatentable over CEumell in view of Vollhardt and Soler. Finally, claims 2, 7, 16, and 20 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as allegedly being unpatentable over Soler in view of Vollhardt. 



Amendment summary 
Upon entry of this Amendment, claims 1-20 will be pending. 
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Claims 1 and 9 are amended to recite that the anti-oxidant comprises loioba leaf and/or an 
extract therefrom . Support for this amendment is found, e.g., in the first full paragraph of page 5 
of the present specification. 

Claims 6 and 1 6-1 9 are amended as a result of the amendment to claim 1 . Support for 
this amendment is found, e.g., in the first full paragraph of page 5 of the present specification. 

Claim 8 is amended to recite the presence of jojoba leaf or extracts therefrom. Support 
for this Amendment is found, e.g., in the third full paragraph of page 5 of the present 
specification. 

Claims 1 1-20 are amended to make them grammatically proper. 

No new matter is added, and Applicant respectfully submits that entry of this Amendment 
is proper. 



Applicant notes that claim 1 has been amended to recite that the anti-oxidant compi 
jojoba leaf and/or an extract therefrom . Accordingly, claim 1 recites cosmetics containing 



Response to claim rejections 
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willowherb and/or an extract therefrom, and at least one selected from the group consisting of a 
humectant, a cell activator, an anti-inflammatory agent and an anti-oxidant, wherein the anti- 
oxidant comprises ioioba leaf and/or an extract therefrom . 

Applicant respectfully submits that none of the cited references - Murad, VoUhardt, 
Cannell, or Soler - disclose or teach the presence of jojoba leaf and/or an extract therefirom. 
Therefore, Applicant respectfully submits that none of the cited references anticipate or render 
obvious the presently claimed invention. 

Applicant furthermore directs the Examiner's attention to Table 3 at page 34 of the 
present specification, wherein it is clearly seen that compositions comprising willow herb (or an 
extract thereof) and j oj oba (or an extract thereof) exhibit excellent antibacterial activity. 

Applicant respectfiiUy submits that withdrawal of all of the rejections based on prior art 
set forth in the Office Action of April 5, 2007 is proper.
